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The  work  which  follows  relates  to  the  work  carried  out  in  the 
Sanitary  Department  and  has  been  compiled  by  Mr .E.Riddiough,  Sanitary  Inspector 
who  commenced  duties  as  an  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector  on  the  15th  February,  1946. 
The  year  marked  the  retirement  of  Mr .W. Baxter,  who  retired  on  the  31st  May,  1946. 
Mr.Riddiough  was  appointed  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  on  the  31st  July. 

The  Total  Sanitary  Provisions  for  the  area.

During  the  year  9  Ashpits  were  converted,  50  bins  being  supplied 
in  lieu  of  same. 

House  and  Trade  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  whole  of  the  household  refuse  from  Normanton  ward  was  disposed 
of  in  the  Brickyard  and  Boundary  Tips  in  Wakefield  Road.  The  refuse  from  the 
A1 tofts  and  Common  Wards  being  convoyed  to  the  Foxholes  Bane  Tip  and  Wheatsheaf 
Tip.  Tipping  was  commenced  at  the  latter  in  March.  This  Tip  is  not  in  the 
District  Boundary  but  arrangements  were  made  with  Castleford  Urban  District  Council 
regaraing  same.  The  total  number  of  loads  collected  and  disposed  of  during  the 
year  was  4,106  of  which  2,041§  Motor  Loads,  8 7 If  Electricar  Loads  and  1,195  Horse 
Loads.  The  estimated  refuse  removed  was  approximately  8,000  tons.  The  cost  of 
collection  and  disposal  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1947  was  £6,158. 

The  Karrier  No. 2.,  has  been  off  the  road  for  the  major  part  of  the 
year  and  several  times  the  Electric  Lorry  has  also  been  in  for  repair.  To  overcome 
these  difficulties,  Team  Hire  has  had  to  be  substituted.  A  new  wagon  is  urgently 
required  and  it  is  hoped  a  further  wagon  will  be  ordered.  With  the  addition  of 
more  and  more  new  Council  properties,  it  is  estimated  that  additional  cleansing 
staff  and  lorries  will  be  required.  The  new  estates  take  longer  to  collect  as 
the  distance  to  carry  the  bins  in  and  out  is  greater  than  with  the  old  type 
property.

I  any  campaign  to  increase  this  salvage  as  it  is  much  as  the  Department  can  do  ct 
present  to  collect  the  amount  available .  Unaer  the  present  arrangements,  the 
A1 tofts  wagon  usually  spends  Friday,  all  cay,  and  Saturday  morning  collecting  shops 
salvage . 

Housing. 

I  During  the  year,  the  number  of  habited  houses  in  tne  district  increased 

as  follows

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The  latter  were  let  as  follows.  22  to  t  >  nts  whose  houses  were  damaged  by 
mining  subsidence.  The  remainder  were  It  ,  un  the  points  system,  56  being  let  to 
servicemen  and  51  to  civilians,  the  remaining  eight  being  occupied,  by  tenants  of 
larger  Council  houses  v/ho  agreed  to  e.  ch-  nge  t  nancies.  Ton  other  subsidence 
cases  were  rehoused  in  other  Council  properties,  making  in  all  a  total  of &£J  families 
rehoused,  due  to  this  cause.  It  will  bo  noted  that  the  approximate  percentage  in 
each  case  is  the  same.  The  slight  addition  in  the  number  of  houses  let  to  service¬ 
men  was  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  three  temporary  bungalows  were  not  ready  for 
habitation  until  the  beginning  of  the  new  year. 

No  detailed  housing  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year.  Urgent 
repairs  only  were  tre; ted  and  these  were  mainly  dealt  with  under  Public  Health  Act, 
1956.  Gr^at  difficulty  is  still  being  i  at  in  h  ving  even  the  most  urgent  repairs 
carried  out,  due  to  shortage  ol'  mat-  ri-*  L  •  nd  Labour.  Particularly  bad  shortages 
are  felt  with  nearly  all  classes  oi  c  st  tron  goods,  particularly  rain  w' ter  pipes, 
e:ves  gutters,  set  pots  :nd  repairs  to  living  room  ranges.  The  position  with 
regard  to  this  type  of  n  terial  does  not  seam  to  be  getting  any  easier  but  if 
anything,  becoming  more  acute.  Similar  shortages  are  experienced  with  all  classes 


of  timber. 


Overcrowding  is  still  prevalent  in  the  district  but  some  impression  has 
been  made  by  the  letting  of  the  now  b  uses.  It  is  unfortun  .to  that  no  accurate 
figures  can  be  given  in  regard  to  this  for  the  ai strict,  as  conditions  change  from 
day  to  day  due  to  discharges  from  the  Forces,  etc.

Tho  whole  of  the  slaughterin'  for

carry  cn  for  some  time.  It  is  doubtful  if  the  old  Private  Slaughterhouses  will  be 
allowed  to  open  again.  In  the  interest  of  Public  Health,  from  a  point  of  view  of 
supervision,  it  is  hoped  they  will  never  open.  The-  time  may  arrive,  however, 
when  the  Local  Authority  will  be  called  on  to  provide  a  Public  Abattoir,  if  the 
slaughter  of  animals  is  carried  on  within  the  district.  f '  r  as  it  v/as  possible, 

every  animal  slaughtered  under  the  above  arrangements 
sent  to  the  shops.  Tho  senna  cannot 
in  various  parts  of  the  district  and  at  all  times.

Some  of  these  have  been  brought 
up  to  standard  but  others  are  not  very  satisfactory .  When  building  materials  are  in

The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  25  milk  retailers  premises.  Milk 
distribution  is  still  carried  out  unc  or  war— time,  conditions  and  there  is  room  for 
improvement.  This  particularly  applies  to  tho  cleansing  end  sterilising  of 
delivery  cans  and  churns.  Some  trouble  was  experienced  during  the  warm  weather 
regarding  the  keeping  quality  of  the  milk.  The  main  fault  appeared  to  oe  excessive 
handling  of  tho  milk  causing  sometimes  a  periou  oi.  time  between  production  and 
distribution  of  several  days. 

Five  formal  samples  of  milk  were  taken,  all  but  one  were  satisfactory. 
Three  retailers  are  licensed  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  Ido6. lo. 
use  tho  designation  "Pasteurised"  in  relation  to  the  milk  retailed  by  them.  v,/ithin 
tho  district  there  are  three  registered  ice-cream  premises.  This  is  an  increase 
of  two  for  tho  year.  Five  bacteriological  samples  of  ice-cream  were  taken,  none  of 
these  v/ere  satisfactory.  •  These  samples  are  taken  mainly  to  ascertain  the  ^ 
cleanliness  of  the  product,

There  ere  17  farms  in  the  area,  nil  the  farmers  being  registered  c  s 
cowkeepers.  Two  of  the  farmers  do  not  produce  milk  except  for  their  own  use,  seven 
ore  wholesale  producers  and  eight  retail  the  milk  they  produce.  Two  of  the  farms 
|  are  licensed,  by  the  County  Council  to  produce  "Accredited  ^ilk". 

During  the  year,  9  bacteriological  samples  of  milk  produced  were 
taken.  Of  these,  1  were  unsatisfactory  in  so  far  as  they  did  not  comply  with  the

A1 tofts  Church  School  was  disinfected  for  Scarlet  Fever,  after  an  outbreak  in 
that  area.  39  Library  books  were  brought  away  from  houses,  disinfected  and 

returned  to  the  Library  for  re-issue. 


Scabies . 

Treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Baths  on  Mondays  and  Thursdays;  during 
the  mornings  for  females  and  afternoons  for  males.  In  all,  213  cases  were  treated. 

Rats  ana  Mice  Destruction. 


One  of  the  staff  of  the  Cleansing  Department  attended  a  Ministry  of 
Food  Course  and  has  proved  an  efficient  operator.  15  treatments  were  made  under 
approved  Ministry  methods  -  a  total  of  224  rat  bodies  were  picked  up  with  .an  estimated 
kill  of  800.  A  treatment  of  the  whole  of  the  sewer  manholes  was  made,  over  600  being 
treated.  These-  showed  a  very  slight  degree  of  infestation,  only  4  manholes  showing 
takes.  This  treatment  gave  practically  the  some  result  as  the  one  carried  out  under 
Mr. Baxter's  supervision  in  1944.  The  places  where  takes  occurred  and  ten  per  cent., 
of  all  manholes  will  be  treated  again,  twice  annually.  97  visits  were  made  in 
connection  with  this  work . 

Offensive  Tr  de  Premises. 

There  is  only  one  offensive  trade  in  the  district,  that  of  tripe  boiler 
at  the  Government  Abattoir.  The  premises  are  reasonably  good  and  retained  in  clean 
condition.
